Paris, March 13.—A representative of 
the Associated Press secured from a re- 
xpousible mouthpiece of the French gov­ 
ernm ent the following exposition of 
France’s attitude iii the m atter of inter­ 
vention in the Anglo-Transvaal war, 
w h ich .lt is said, ha* been solicited by 
President Kruger.

IS SEATED. 


H « I* N ow C'onnrwMwmn fro n t th o Sooond 
Vt rill 'ill* I Hut rie l. 
W ashington, March 13.—For the sec­ 
ond time within a week a Democrat wast 
misf itted by tho house aud a Republican 
seated in his place. 
R. A, Wiso was 
given the st ilt hitherto occupied by W. 
A. Young from the Second Virginia dis­ 
trict. 
Previous to tailing the vote. John S. 
Wise of New York, who was formerly a 
member of the house from Virginia, and 
who is a brother of R. A. W ise, and his 
attorney in this case, was excluded from 
the hall on the protest of tho Democrats 
that he was abusing the privileges of tho 
floor, to which he was entitled to by tho 
rules, by interfering w ith the debate up­ 
on the case.

London, March 13.—A dispatch from 
Mafeking dated Monday, says the g arri­ 
son at that place was feeling acutely tho 
©tress of the siege. 
They wen** reduced 
to the use of horseflesh and bread made 
from horse forage, while the w ater was 
parasitically contam inated.
